SAMUEL CARPENTER 

Samuel Carpenter, the son of James Carpenter, was born about 1785 in 
Antho ny Townshj-P, Lycoming C ounty, Pennsylvania. He married Rebecca 
Machlan, the daughter of John Machlan, Sr. and Hester Updegraff Mach- 
lan. This marriage probably occurred around 1810. The 1810 census 
of Anthony Township, Lycoming County shows a Samuel Carpenter as Head 
of Family. One male and one female are shown in the 16-25 age bracket. 
We may surmise this census listing to be Samuel and Rebecca Carpenter. 

Samuel and Rebecca moved to Butler County, Ohio sometime between 
1812 and 1816 as evidenced by the place of birth listed in census 
listings for their children. Their place of settlement is believed 
to have been Ross Township. In 1839 they moved to Rush County, 
Indiana, settling near the small community of Moscow in Orange Town- 
ship. 

Samuel died on April 23, l8?2 in Rush County, Indiana and is believed 
buried at the Milroy, Indiana cemetery. Rebecca, who was born in 1?89> 
preceded Samuel in death on February 6, 1847. She is buried in the 
Machlan family burial plot located on the Machlan farm near Moscow. 
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1. John Born in 1812 in Pennsylvania. He married Cassandra "Cassey" 

Hurley. They lived in Rush County, Hamilton County, and 
Howard County. John died near Greentown, Howard County, 
Indiana on February 17, 1891. He is buried in the Green- 
lawn Cemetery. They had nine known children. 

2. Hester Born about l8li*-. It is not yet known if she was born in 

Pennsylvania or Ohio. She married Abner C. Green. Nothing 
has yet been determined about this family. 

3. Mary Born in 18 16 in Butler Co., Ohio. She married Solomon 

Bishop, a widower. It is believed they moved to Walworth 
Co., Wisconsin around 1845 and settled near the town of 
White Water. It is also believed that she had no children 
of her own, but raised the children of her husband's first 
wife. 

k. James Born 1820/1821 in Butler Co., Ohio. He married Lucretia 

Hume in 1841 in Rush Co., Indiana. They moved to Walworth 
Co., Wisconsin around 184-5 and settled near the town of 
White Water. They had eleven known children. 

5. William Born November 7, 1821 in Butler Co., Ohio. Family tradition 

George holds that he disliked the name William and therefore went by 
his middle name of George. He married Louvisa Garner in 18^1 
in Rush Co., Indiana. In 1851 they moved to White River 
Township, Hamilton Co., Indiana. George died there on 
February 28, 1910 and is buried alongside his wife in the 
Aroma Methodist Church cemetery. Louvisa, who was born 
on May 8, 1824, preceded her husband in death on September 
6, I883. They were the parents of twelve children! six 
boys and six girls. 

6. Sarah Born in 1825 in Butler Co., Ohio. In 181+5 she married John 

William Machlan, her cousin. Her date and place of death are 
not determined. 

7. Samuel Born in 1832 in Butler Co., Ohio. He married Sarah Machlan, 

his cousin. He died in 1881 in Rush Co., Indiana and is 
buried in the Machlan family burial plot. 

8. Elizabeth According to family tradition these three children died in 

9. Phoebe infancy. No determination has yet been made of their dates 
10. Alexander of birth and death, nor the locations of same. 
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
